Washington, August 6.—Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson, wife of the president of 
the United States, died at the white 
house at 5 o’clock th’ afternoon. 
Death came after a brave struggle of 
months against Bright’s disease, with 
complications. 

The president was completely 
nerved by the shock, and his grief was 
heartrending. He bore up well under 
the strain, however, and devoted him- 
self to his daughters.

The end came while Mrs. Wilson was}. 


unconscious. Her illness took a turn 
for the worse shortly before 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and from then on she 
gradually grew weaker. 

Kneeling at the bedside at the end 
the president and their three 
daughters. Dr. Cary T. Grayson, ef the 
United States navy, and a nurse were 
in the room, and just outside a door 
were Secretary McAdoo and Francis B. 
Sayre, Mr. Wilson’s sons-in-law, and 
Mr. Tumulty, his secretary. 

Both houses of congress adjourned 
when Mrs. Wilson’s death was an- 
nounced, and for a brief time the wheels 
of the government virtually stopped. 

Beginning of the End. 

The beginning of the end came at 
10 o’clock this morning when Dr. E. P. 
Davis, of Philadelphia. who had been 
called in for consultation, realized the 
time for hope had passed. He took 
the president into the Red room and 
there in a broken voice told him the 
truth. Mr. Wilson's face blanched, but 
he bore the shock He in- 
formed the end question of 
hours. 

Mr. Wilson then took his daughters, 
Mrs. W. G. McAdoo, Mrs. Sayre and 
Miss Margaret Wilson aside and told 
them. Until then they had thought there 
was a chance for her recovery.

The president returned to the sick 
room, from the last conference with the 
doctor, his three daughters leaning on 
his arm.

Tumulty stayed outside the door. Mrs. 
Wilson lapsed into unconsciousness, but 
rallied. By one o'clock she began to 
sink rapidly. She still could recognize 
those about her, and looked cheerfully 
toward them and smiled. 

At two o’clock, Mrs. Wilson still was 
conscious, but her strength almost had 
departed and a few minutes later she

from which she never awoke. For 
three hours the president and his three 
daughters gazed longingly into her eyes 
in the hope that she might speag again, 
but she could not.

To Escape the Great French Fortifications 
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MAP SHOWING LATEST SCENES OF BATTLE AND INVASION. 


Germany is teying to get at France 
through Belgium, ® neutral country, 
to avold invading France through the 

fortified French frontier 
The entire northeastern fron- 
France is about 440 miles in 
length. For a distance of about 250 
miles this frontier line separates 
France from Belgium and Luxemburg. 
The remainder, about 190 miles, sepa- 
rates France from German territory. 

With the neutrality of Belgium ob- 
served the scene of action would be 
reduced to the splendidly fortified 
Franco-German frontier proper. This 
line of defense runs, broadly speaking, 
from Verdun to Nancy, to Epinal, to 
Belfort and to Besancon. Each one of 
these cities is the center of a group 
of fortifications extending northwest 
and southeast and all facing the Ger- 
man border. Each has its outposts 
and its flanking protection. and the

Our troops 
have occupied Luxemburg and perhaps 
already have advanced into elgian 
territory. This is against the law of 
nations, But we Knew France was 
ready for invasion. We were forced to 
sét aside the justified protests of the 
Luxemburg and Belgian governments.

All around the city is a wealth of 
coal and iron ore. The mines extend 
even under the city and river. 
natural riches, in connection with the 
favorable situation of the city at the 
junction of two navigable rivers, have 
given rise to the extensive manufac- 
turing industry in the city itself. 

Great Firearms Factory. 

The products are varied, but the prin- 
cipal ones, and that which would make 
Liege a valuable prize of war, is that 
of firearms. More than 20,000 persons 
are employed in the manufacture of 
guns, ranging from small arms to the 
largest of modern weapons. There is 
a royal cannon factory and a small arm 
factory also in the suburb of St. Leon- 
ard. 

In wars of the last century Liege has 
played only a small part, but today the 
city is well defended with modern for- 
tifications. Its strength, it is said, is 
far greater than generally has been 
appreciated by strategists. In 1888 the 
Belgium authorities decided to ade- 
quately fortify both Liege and Namur, 
the two important points on the Meuse. 
At each place a number of detached 
forts were constructed along a peri- 
meter drawn a distance varying from 
within four to six miles of the city. At 
Liege twelve of these forts were con-

up to date. The heavy guns in their 
concrete casements are raised and low- 
ered automatically. The average dis- 
tance between them is four miles, but 
two, which defénd the main line of the 
railway from Germany, are little over 
a mile apart. 

It has been estimated that 25,000 men 
would be necessary for an adequate de- 
fense of these fortifications. 

Liege an Ancient City. 

The city first appears in history in 
the sixth century, at which timea town 
grew up around the original chapel 
founded there by St. Monulph, bishop 
of Toggres. In the tenth century it 
became’ recognized as an independent 
principality of the French empire. 
Liege was taken by Marlborough in 
1702 and the fortress was garrisoned 
by the Dutch until 1718. The French

Wounded British and German Bluejackets 
Taken to Hospitals on the English Coast—At 
Liege the Belgians Are Still Resisting the Ger- 
man Advance and Inflicting Frightful Loss 
on the Invaders—Reported That British and 
German Squadrons Are Battling in Chinese 
Waters. 


London, August 7.—(1:42 a. m.):—The Brit- 
ish fleet has engaged the Gerinan fleet on the 
high seas. The British warships are reported 
to be driving the Germans towards the Dutch 
coast. The Press Association claims that it was 
advised of the fight between the fleets by the 
admiralty. The admiralty, however, refused to 
confirm or deny that a battle is in progress. 


Manila, August 7.—An authentic report re- 
ceived here today states that a German squad- 
ron has been given battle by British cruisers at 
Tsing-Tau. 

London, August 6.— (10:50 p. m.) — An 
report savs the British cruiser Amphion was

The Amphion was a light cruiser of 3,440 tons. She 
was attached to the third destroyer flotilla under Captain 
Cecil H. Fox, commanding officer. Her regular comple- 
ment was 292 men. She was commissioned in April, 1913. 


All Europe Awaits Outcome 
Of the Land and Sea Battles 


London, August 7.—(2 a. m.)—Europe awaits with 


tense interest the outcome of two battles now being waged 
in the struggle of the nations. 

If report is to be credited the British and German 
fleets are engaged in a combat on the high seas, which 
likely will have an important bearing on the conflict. 

The German army of the Meuse, in its advance 
through Belgium, is meeting with determined resistance 
from the Belgian forees. On Wednesday Brussels reports 
declared the Germans had been repused all along the line, 
but yesterday the attack was renewed with greater energy 
and probably with considerable reinforcements to the 
German side. 

It is not to be forgotten, however, that all news and 
reports respecting both land and sea operations have come 
through French and British sources, or sources in control 
of or in sympathy with them. Germany’s version of what 
has transpired has not been received and, therefore, the 
story has only half been told. Under existing conditions 
of communication it will be long before the progress of 
the German arms can be recounted to the outside world.

Bankers here assert that the ruling 
of Secretary Daniels that only govern- 
ment officials may accompany the gold 
on the Tennessee will add to the diffi- 
culty of distribution. They say that 
representatives of banks must get to 
Europe to carry out the instructions of 
their principals and that any delay in 
their arrival will cause complications. 

The Tennessee is a comparatively 
slow cruiser. It is believed it will be 
ten or twelve days before she reaches 
England. Bankers’ representatives are 
planning to sail on the American liner 
St. Paul for Liverpool, hopeful of mak- 
ing connections with the gold cruiser 
at some British port. 


RAPID PROGRESS 
TO AID AMERICANS. 

Washington, August 6.—Rapid prog- 
ress was made today toward the relief 
of Americans in europe. President 
Wilson issued an executive order con- 
stituting a board of relief to comprise 
the secretaries of state, treasury, war 
and navy,*which will have general 
charge of measures to be taken to 
distribute the $3,500,000 authorized by 
congress. Secretary McAdoo, chair- 
man, will establish fiscal agencies in 
Europe: and will provide means for 
making available funds sent to Ameri- 
cans by friends at home. Thousands of 
dollars were deposited at the treasury 
today to be sent abroad. 

The state department tonight an- 
nounced it had no information to lead 
it to believe Americans in Europe were 
indanger. Telegraphic reports, it was 
stated, indicated that Americans were 
safe. “It is believed,” said the depart- 
ment’s statement, “that in the majority 

countries arrangements’ already 

made whereby temporary finan- 

embarrassment that might have 
arisen can be relieved.”’ 

Hundreds of telegrams and letters 
flooded the department today from 
anxious friends. The department will 
use every means to communicate with 
those about whom inquiry has been 
made and report to inqutrers. 

During the day Secretary Garrison 
scored ship owners who have expected 
to charge big prices for vessels to be 
used in bringing Americans home. He 
declared he might use army transports 
rather than submit to unreasonable 
prices. The state department will des- 
ignate ports of call for relief vessels. 
American ambassadors and ministers 
will make such prompt arrangements 
for transportation from interior points 
to these ports. 

Secretary Bryan was encouraged to- 
day by word that the Bank of England 
would not suspend gold payments. He 
received this message from Secretary 
Barclay, charge of the British embassy 
here: ' | 

“The. chancellor of the exchequer 
thinks it is not necessary for the Bank 
of England to suspend payments tn 
gold: there is no failure of credit. 
Bankers consider themselves able to 
resume the ordinary course of busi- 
ness tomorrow.” 

This is taken to mean that Ameri- 
cans in England who hold properly cer- 
tified means of credit will find relief 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Brvan received word from St. Pe- 
tersburg that only about 200 Americans 
were in that city. Americans through-

Ambassador Herrick, at Paris, in- 
formed the department that sufficient 
funds were on hand there to care for 
the local necessities of Americans.

Washington, August 6.—Great Brit- 
ain’s contraband of war proclamation 
was cabled to the state department to- 
It placed 
arms, ammunition and all distinctly 
military supplies on the list of “abso- 
lute” contraband; and designated food, 
grain, money, horses and general sup- 
plies as “‘conditional” contraband, sub- 
ject to seizure and to the contraband 
laws when intended for the use of a 
power with which Great Britain is at 
war. 

The proclamation follows the usual 
lines, and those issued by other powers 
involved in war probably will be virtu- 
ally identical.

British Ships in North Sea 
Run Greater Risks in First 
Days of the War Than the 
German Vessels. 


London, August 6.—(11:90 p. m.)— 
The passage of a war budget for $0900,- 
000,000 in the house of commons today 
without a dissenting voice and the 
granting of an army increase of 500,- 
000 men in accordance with plans of 
Lord Kitchener, the new war minister, 
shows that Great Britain is in deadly 
earnest. This .$500,000,000 is in addi- 
tion to the $500,000,000 voted two days 
ago.

The age of enlistment will 
be between 19 and 30. 

The naval estimates provide for 67,- 
000 additional officers and men, which 
will make the navy’s strength 218,000 
men.

Reresford-Churchill Feud Ended. 
There was a dramatic incident in the 
house of commons today when the feud 
between Lord Charles Beresford and 
Winston Spencer Churchill, first lord of 
the admiralty, was buried. Admiral 
Beresford shook hands with the first 
lord and said: “Well done.” 
The torpedo boat destroyer Lance, 
which sent the Hamburg-American

line steamer Koenigen Luise to the 
bottom with four shots, only came 
out of the ship yards last Saturday, 
hardly dry. 

Londoners had the first realization of 
war brought home to them tonight 
when hundreds of commuters taking 
their trains at the Victoria station were 
surprised to see 85 German prisoners 
guarded by English soldiers with fixed 
bayonets. The Germans were naval re- 
servists taken from their ships and 
made prisoners of war. A goodly num- 
ber of naval reservists and also some 
German army reservists who were at- 
tempting to proceed to Germany were 
held by the authorities today. 

Some persons in the crowd in the 
station, thinking the Germans ‘spies, 
began to hiss them. The demonstra- 
tion was quickly silenced by cries of 
“shame.” The Germans seemed on the 
best terms with their captors. 

Several more persons supposed to be 
spies were arrested today in different 
parts of England. 

100,000 Germans in England. 

As soon as the German ambassador 
left London today the American em- 
bassy assumed full care of German in- 
terests In the British Isles. Irwin B. 
Laughlin, the American secretary of 
embassy, devoted himself to this busi- 
ness, and all German subjects who call 
at the late German embassy are now 
Girected to Victoria street by the care- 
taker. 

It ig estimated by the embassy that 
there were 100,000 Germans in Great 
Britain, but there were no means of 
ascertaining how many of these had 
left since the beginning of serious 
trouble. Many Germans reside in Eng- 
land in order to escape military serv- 
ice, but a great many of these are said 
to have applied to be permitted to serve 
in the German army as soon as Em- 
peror William offered pardon for de- 
serters. 

So far the British government has 
not issued any order for the expulsion 
of Germans, and none is expected, so 
that those now here are likely to re- 
main. 

British families, however, are dis- 
eharging all German servants, sov- 
ernesses and chauffeurs, so that the 
German benevolent societies have their 
hands full in supplying the needs of 
the destitute. 

No German News. 

German news as to the happenings 
of the past day or two in the conflict 
in which the armies of nearly the whole 
of Europe are engaged, is still lacking, 
and it is pointed out here that when it 
reaches the world it may alter the per- 
Spective of the war picture painted 
by Belgian and French artists. 

Not a word has reached London from 
Berlin, while the isolated and delayed: 
messages from Vienna throw no light 
on the military situation. 

From St. Petersburg word has come 
that the mobilization of the Russian 
forces is progressing more quickly than 
had been expected, and the activity of 
the Russian troops on the German 
frontier seems to confirm this. 

Italy remains in an expectant atti- 
tude, and from hints dropped at the 
Italian embassy in London appeals quite 
ready to maintain her declared neu- 
trality and even to assume active hos- 
tility, if necessary, in face of any num- 
ber of German ultimatums, of which 
the Italian embassy says it has no off- 
cial confirmation. 

Numbers of German vessels were 
snapped up again today in British 
ports. 


Packed With Germans. 

The street in front of the American 
consulate general today was packed 
with Germans, mostly youths of the 
servant class, coming from all parts of 


the British Isles to register their names 
go that they might return to Germany! 


The Germans were 
very peaceable. 

The clerks within the consulate gen- 
eral meanwhile registered their names 
and addresses and stamped their mill- 
tary books to protect them from being 
classed as deserters in case they were 
unable to return to Germany. 

Several hundred German seamen ex- 
pelled from France have arrived here 
and are boarded in the various sailors’ 
homes. 

Thus far no cases of insult to or ill 
treatment of Germans by the English 
have been recorded. 

There was a rush of Germans of all 
classes to the home office today to se- 
cure British naturalization papers.

Dr. Charles H. Mayo, of Rochester, 
Minn., who was elected president of the 
congress this year, said there was 
tremendous excitement all through the 
voyage. The Mauretania was escorted 
out of Queenstown by a British cruiser 
and there had been nothing but rumors 
of impending capture ever since. 

Nearly exhausted from three 
spent continuously on duty in the en- 
gine room, Chief Engineer James Car- 
ruthers, of the Mauretania, declared the 
Mauretania could have done several 
Knots better than she did last night 
had there been any real urgency. 

“Why we just loafed along for 
hours,’ he said. “For a time we were 
only running about fifteen, then we 
cracked on a bit and hit her wp to 19 
knots. When we got Bhe full speed tel- 
egraph, we struck 25 knots, but had 
there been any Germans directly astern 
of us, the engine room staff had a few 
tricks up their sleeves still. I don’t 
believe there is a protected cruiser 
afloat that can catch the Mauretania.” 

Captain Charles kept constant vigil 
during almost the entire voyage. For 
three days he stuck to the bridge of 
his vessel, getting not a wink of sleep 
in the seventy-two hours.

NO ANSWERS RECEIVED 
TO MEDIATION TENDER 


Probable, However, United 
States Will Be Called on 
by Warring Nations. 


Washington, August 6.—Although na 
responses had received tonight to 
the formal tender of good offices made 
by the United States to warring pow- 
ers in Europe, administration ofticlals 
thought that within a short time the 
American government probably would 
be called on to play the role of media- 
tor. 

By placing 
United States, 
for diplomatic interests of most of the 
nations at war, will have a first op 
portunity to compose the situation if 
a ray of hope for peace arises 

War developments for the most 
were overshadowed by the death at 
white house of Mrs. Wilson. 

Dispatches to the state 
from Belgium told of the repulse of 
German forces. Administration offi- 
cials considered the situation in China 
and the far east, but no action 
taken. The Chinese government had 
suggested informally that the United 
States might help at this moment to 
maintain the integrity of China 

The feeling in administration cir- 
cles was that none of the countries at 
war would be inclined to aggravate the 
Situation in the far east, and that a 
status quo would be maintained. Should 
revolutionists become active in China. 
however, and the moral support of the 
American grovernment be required 
there is little doubt that it will he 
given because general disturbances in 
China at this time 'would menace the 
tives of missionaries and foreigners 
generally. 


PARIS NOT SUFFERING 
RUM FOOD SHORTAGE 


Prices Have Only Slightly In- 
creased Since the Out- 
break of War. 
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Paris, August 6.—Food remains 
plentiful in Paris and prices have only 
very slightly increased since the out- 
break of war. Meat and vegetables are 
the principal commodities affected, as 
retailers find difficulty in bringing 
them from the central depots because 
all delivery wagons have been requisi- 
tioned for military purposes. 

In the great central markets there 
were large quantities of vegetables 
today and push-cart dealers reaped a 
rich harvest. 

The principal wholesale prices to- 
day for sacks containing 220 pounds 


were: 

Potatoes and string beans, $6; dried 
beans, $4; spinach, $8; onions, $4. 

Fruit and poultry sold at less than 
the usual price, while butter was 
abundant, but the price had increased, 
as the public, fearing a shortage, had 
begun buying quantities of 20 pounds. 
The authorities today forbade retail- 
ers to sell more than 1 pound to each 
customer, and fixed the maximum price 
at 44 cents a pound. 

Eggs also must be sold according to 
an official tariff; new-laid eggs cost- 
ing 4 cents each; fresh French eggs, 3 
cents each, while other eggs are marked 
at 32 cents a dozen. 

The problem of getting in the harvest 
has given much cause for thought to 
the French ministry of agriculture, 
which is considering a scheme for re- 
placing the men who have joined the 
army by training all children, from 10 


to 16 years of age, in fleld work under 
the guidance of the old people.

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FEDERAL AID FOR COTTON. 

The federal government within the past 
few days has appropriated several millions 
of dollars in gold and has pressed into 
immediate service government ships to be 
sent to European ports to render aid to 
American citizens who are stranded in for- 
eign countries, which are now at war. 

This co-operation on the part of the 
federal government is most commendable 
and carries out a duty which cah only have 
the heartiest indorsement of every Ameri- 
can citizen. 

But we stand face to face with a situa- 
tion here in the south, imperilling the vital 
domestic forces of nearly twenty million 
people of the American union. Sixty-five 
per cent of the cotton crop of the south 
must be exported for consumption in Euro- 
pean cotton mills. These great nations 
which annually consume so large a propor- 
tion of our cotton are now engaged in a 
conflict of arms—their ports are closed, 
industries stagnated and all ‘lines of busi- 
ness paralyzed. There is no demand to- 
day for a single bale of cotton in any mar- 
ket of the south and the great exchanges 
of this country and Europe are closed. 

The time for the movement of the crop 
from the farm to the market is now at 
hand. The situation is a serious one, and 
its proper solution will call for the best 
co-operative effort on the part of the entire 
people of the south and the immediate aid 
of the federal government, if a great finan- 
cial disaster to the agricultural, banking 
and commercial industries of this section of 
the nation is to be averted. 

Cotton conventions are now being talled 
to discuss the situation and devise ways 
and means for meeting the problem s0 as 
to protect the interests of the growers and 
allied industries. 

One proposition is to have the govern- 
ment valorize the cotton crop similar to 
the methods employed by the government 
of Brazil in protecting and controlling the 
price of coffee. This suggested plan pro- 
poses that the federal government, by au- 
thority of congress, and during the penden- 
cy of the European war, arbitrarily fix the 
price of American cotton, basis middling, 
at 12 cents,per pound; that the crop be 
gathered, stored and insured in bonded 
warehouses and against the warehouse re- 


ceipts let the government issue cotton cur- 


rency to the amount of $60 per bale, and 
advance this currency to the farmers upon 


the cotton so stored until the war is over 


and normal demand for the staple is again 
in operation. 

Another plan, which is perhaps more 
feasible and more quickly put into opera- 
tion, is for the government to immediately 


guarantee the issuance of five hundred mil- 


lions of currency, or as much thereof as 
is necessary for distribution among the 
various banks in the cotton belt, and let 
these banks be the agencies for making 
advances on the receipts issued against 
cotton in storage at a fixed price, basis 
middling, for a period of six months, with 
tthe right of renewal on the part of the 
borrowers until the European situation is 
cleared up and a fair, just price is paid for 
the staple. 

This proposition would systematize the 
holding movement in each cotton-growing 
county and render easy the quick operation 
of the plan. 

Whatever plan is adopted must have 
‘the co-operation and financial aid of the 
federal government. There can be no sound 
argument against federal aid and protection 
of American cotton at a time when a crisis, 
such as at present threatens, prevails. 


If the government can send millions of 


its gold and fit out vessels to aid Ameri- 
can tourists who may be temporarily em- 
barrassed in those foreign countries, the 


government can surely lend its powerful 
aid toward the protection of a great Ameri- 


can staple crop, the price of which is now 
$0 seriously menaced. . 

This is not a sectional proposition. It 
is due entirely to the exports of American

The federal government will incur no 
risk or hazard in lending its powerful finan- 
cial aid at this time to the eotton growers 
of the south. A bale of cotton properly 
stored and insured represents the very 
highest type of gilt edge security, and is 
perhaps the most liquid asset of any other 
commodity in tha nation except in just 
such a crisis as is presented at this time. 

The government advances millions of 
dollars on whisky stored in bonded ware- 
houses at an» arbitrarily fixed price per 
gallon. Whisky is not a necessity of life, 
nor does the business of the country de 
pend upon its manufacture and sale, as 
does the nation depend upon the produc- 
tion of raw cotton. 

If the machinery for financing the cotton 
crop is not quickly put into systematic op- 
eration, and if the markets for raw cotton 
in this country are not protected, prices 
will undoubtedly be depressed below the 
cost of production, and incalculable damage 
will be inflicted upon millions of innocent 
sufferers in the south who have had no 
part in the creation of existing European 
troubles. 

The federal government should rise to 
the emergency, and throwgh the wealth of 
its resources should prevent a crisis which 
now menaces the economic life of twenty 
millions of loyal and patriotic citizens. It 
should not close the treasury yaults of the 
nation to this appeal to the disadvantage 
of the south and for the benefit of foreign 


mill owners, who, when the war-clouds have |

Macon, Ga., August 6.—-(Special.)—-The 
Macon Telegraph will print tomorrow morn- 
ing the letters that passed between the late 
Senator A. O. Bacon and Senator Hoke Smith 
concerning the alleged interference of the 
latter with appointments recommended by 
Senator Bacon for official positions in south 
Georgia. 

This is the first time that Senator 
Bacon’s side of that question has been pre- 
sented and it is understood that before his 
death he placed the correspondence with a 
friend in Macon, with authority to use the 
Same should it ever be necessary. 

The publication of the correspondence at 
this time is the result of a controversy 
between The Albany Herald and The Macon 
Telegraph, in which The Telegraph’s criti- 
cism of Senator Hoke Smith for his alleged 
attitude in holding a republican district 
attorney in office in the southern district 
of Georgia is referred to by The Herald as 
“contemptible journalism.” 

The Telegraph replies at length 
rially, saying, among other things: 

“We reproduce elsewhere some cor- 
respondence between Senators Bacon and 

Smith over the appointment of Mr. Joseph 

Davis as United States marshal to show 

the trouble which Senator acon had with 

Senator Smith, who wanted to bar from 

appointment every man who opposed hiin 

in his factional fights in Georgia. Sena- 
tor Bacon wrote to a friend in this city 

at the time: ‘l cannot consent that I 

should either apparently or in fact be 

making nominations only at the suffer- 
ance of another. In the nominations 
which I propose to make I would recog- 
nize the right of Senator Smith to object 
if the one proposed were personally of- 
fensive to him... But I cannot consent 
to practically outlaw every citizen of 

Georgia who may have opposed him in 

the past, although he had not done so 

in an offensive or improper manner.’ 

That is what Senator Bacon wrote. Now 

read the correspondence between him and 

Senator Smith and an idea can be gotten 

of how the senator from Atlanta was 

trying to dominate south’ Georgia ap- 
pointments, as well as his own.”

Same Tactics Now. 

Proceeding, The Telegraph charges that 
the same tactics are being used now to defeat 
any man named for the district attorney- 
ship by Senator West unless the latter agrees 
to present Mr. Smith’s candidate, Hon. R. L.

“Senator Smith has indorsed Robert L. 
Berner, an excellent gentleman and a 
fine lawyer, for that place, and Berner’s 
is the name which President Wilson has 
On a scrap of paper in his pocket. The 
others are on the “blacklist,” which The 
Herald told us about. It is even said 
that Colonel Berner begged Senator 
Smith to withdraw his name, but the 
Senator refused to do so, saying, ‘Leave

West is serving under appointment 

is not a candidate to succeed him- 
self, gives Smith an advantage over him 
that he did not have over Senator Bacon. 

“The correspondence between  5ena- 
tors Bacon and Smith carries out all The 
Telegraph has charged in regard to the 
effort of Smith to control the patronage 
of both. It was merely the continuation 
of the selfish fight that was Started on 
Senator Bacon from the moment that 
Smith was elected by the legislature, 
when his press agent in Washington (who 
has been put on the payroll there) 
began to predict that Smith would be the 
senate leader.

The Telegraph then presents in full 
correspondence between Senators Bacon 
Smith over the appointment of United States 
Marshal Davis last year. 

The first letter, dated April 2, 1913, 
from Senator Bacon to Senator Smith, asking

Senator Smith's final conclusion as to whether 
or not Mr. Davis, who was favored by Sen- 
ator Bacon for the marshalship, would 
personally offensive to Senator Smith—this 
after the recommendation of Senator Bacon 
had been hung up for a long time. 
Senator Smith replied on April 15, stating 
that Mr. Davis was not “personally offensive” 
to him, though he was, however, “politically 
objectionable,” and concluding: 

“lI do not concur in your view that the 
only basis of objection which either you 
or I should raise to the suggestions of 
the other for office is that they are ‘per- 
sonally offensive. Before finally making 
the selections of those whom I expect to 
nominate for the northern district of 
Georgia, I conferred with you and learned 
that neither one had been politically hos- 
tile to you. There are many splendid men 
in the southern district of Georgia who 
have been your active friends and not my 
active political opponents, whom you could 
suggest and upon whom we could readily 
agree for this office. I do not think it 
would be just to them for me to partici- 
pate in the appointment of one of those 
who has stood among the leaders of my 
political opponents. 

“I, therefore, cannot concur in the 
suggestion of Mr. Davis for the position 
of marshal of the southern district of 
Georgia.” 

Omits Customary Preface. 
of April 21, 1913, Senator 
Bacon wrote to Senator Smith, this time 
omitting the usual “My dear Senator” or 
“Dear Sir,” and proceeding direct to acknowl- 
edge receipt of the above letter, and saying: 


“In this letter you said that Mr. Davis 
is not personally offensive to you; you 
object to his appointment because he is 
‘politically objectionable’ to you, In that 
he had actively opposed you in your po- 
litical campaigns in Georgia. 

“I have no desire to nominate anyone 
to whose appointment you would have 
just and sufficient grounds of objection, 
1 do not, however, understand that the 
fact of political opposition to either of us 
in the past would be sufficient ground for 
objection by either of us to one presented 
by the other for appointment unless that 
opposition has been of an offensive char- 
acter. This, as I understand, has been 
the general rule observed among senators 
during all the time I have been in the 
senate. Such a rule does not require that 
either of us should be expected to sacri- 
fice a political friend because he does not 
happen to be the political supporter of 
the other. . . 

“The agreement between us is that you 
will select the parties in the northern 
judicial district of Georgia to De nominat- 
ed to the president for appointments to 
offices in that district, and that I will 
select those to be nominated for appoint- 
ment in the southefp district. I repeat 
that it is not my purpose to object tg any- 
one whom you may nominate for appoint- 
ment in the northern district even though 
he may have been an active political op- 
ponent in my recent primary election. Y 
will have a perfectly free and unrestrain 
privilege of selection to be exercised by 
vou in the northern district. If with this 
you should also have and exercise the 
right to veto the nomination of anyone 
whom I may select for appointment in the 
southern district because such an one has 
been politically opposed to you, you would

in effect have practically the control of 
all the nominations for appointment in 
the state. To this it is needless to say I 
cannot consent. I do not expect or desire 
that you shall abandon all your political 
friends who may have been my political 
opponents; nor can I consent to abandon 
all of my political friends who may unfor- 
tunately have been opposed to you, where 
that opposition has been confined to rec- 
ognized legitimate methods. 
What It Would Mean, 

“It is a well-known fact that our pri- 
mary campaigns in Georgia durtng recent 
years have been quite heated and that 
almost every man of any prominence 
Whatever has in a degree been active on 
one side or the other in the progress of 
the same. The result in these elections 
has been very close and to disbar from the 
right of political preferment all those on 
eliher one side or on the other who have 
been active therein WOULD BE TO OSs- 
TRACSCE POLITICALLY NEARLY IF NOT 
QUITE ONE-HALF THE DEMOCRATS IN 
THE STATE. To do this would seriously 
jeopandiz: the unity of the democratic 
party in the state. Instead of assuaging 
or healing political wounds it would azg- 
gravate.and inflame them anew. 

“In e nonrinations for appointment 
which I have announced my intention to 
present, and in the support I have given 
to various applicants for appointment, I 
have drawn no such ¥jne and have been 
influenced by no such cUmsiderations. ... 

“And in this connection I will add that 
while in most instances I ave known as 
regards myself the political attitude of the 
parties recommended by me,\in other in- 
stances where I have not kmown I have 
not stopped to inquire whether 6 parties 
had or had not supported me in\the pri- 
mary election. I deemed it su ients if 
after the personal differences had, been 
settled.in the primary, they had loyally 
Supported the nominees of the party. .» . 

“IT am not forgetful of the fact that 
you said to me verbally that the marshal 
of the southern district would be in a 
position to exercise a strong influence 
throughout the district in the primary 
elections of next year, and that you were 
unwilling to have one appointed as mar- 
shal who would use the opportunity to 
oppose you. I repeat now what I then said 
to you that it would be improper for a 
marshal to take an active part directly 
or indirectly in advocacy of or opposition 
to any candidate, and that if he did so 
he should be removed from office. Im ad- 
dition to that, I am informed by Mr. H. M. 
Mcintosh that he gave you the assurance 
that you would have no reason to appre 
hend any such action on the part of Mr. 
Davis. 

“From his boyhood Mr. Davis has been 
my personal friend, and during every po- 
litical contest which I have had in the 
state he has been my unwavering sup- 
porter. In your letter you say that he 
‘in his social relations is a most courteous 
gentleman, standing well throughout the 
state. You add that nevertheless he is 
‘politigally objectionable’ to you. 

“Such an one is not, in my judgment, 
to be turned down or abandoned by me 
as unworthy to share in the honors of 
party success unless the personal opposi- 
tion in the primary, of whieh you com- 
plain, transgressed the bounds of legiti- 
mate political methods. After an investi- 
gation it does not appear, as shown by 
his own assurance and by the testimony 
of others with opportunity to know, that 
he in any manner exceeded those bounds. 

“I have written this at length because 
of my earnest desire to aveid a contention 
im regard to a proposed policy, which if 
successfully adopted and enforced, will in 
my judgment ostracize, and from a party 
standpoint practically outlaw, nearly if not 
quite one-half of the democrats of Geo 
who take any distinct interest in political 
affairs. [ believe that all loyal democrats 
in the state have an equal right for the 
unrestrained opportunity § for political 
preferment, and I cannot consent to anv 
other policy or rule which denies to any 
number of them that right and oppor- 
tunity.”

A RED CROSS CALL 


Editor Constitution: The Atlanta chap- 
ter of the American National Red Cross 
desires publicity for the following in aid of 
its efforts to render help in a time of urgent 
need: 

During our war with Spain thousands of 
dollars were sent by the European Red 
Cross societies to the American Red Cross 
to aid in the care of our sick and wounded 
soldiers.

“While fully awake to the gravity 
of the situation,” said Mr. Hillyer, “New 
York and Philadeiphia bankers are of 
the opinion that American financiers 


are in better position to meet an emer- 
gency at this time than at any time 
since the civil war. With abundant 
crops, a maximum gold supply, and, 
above all, the unprecedented co-opera- 
tion now manifest between the gov- 
ernment and banking interests, it was 
the general feeling that our financial 
machinery is fully able to meet any 
conceivable strain which may be thrust 
upon it. 

“As to the diréct effect of a general 
war in Europé upon the south the chief 
problem fs, of course, the moving and 
marketing of the present cotton crop. 
Personally, I do not believe that any 
government aid will be necessary in 
this connection except such as might 
be afforded by the working of the 
émergen¢ecy currency. This should en- 
able the southern banks to finance the 
farmers temporarily so that they can 
hold their cotton, if necessary, until 
conditions are more favorable. A large 
part of the cotton goods produced in 
Muropean countries is consumed by 
their own colonies. With the mills in 
Kurope shut down thére would bé an 
unheard of opportunity for our own 
mills tO ship manufactured goods di- 
rect to the colonies instead of the raw 
staple to Europe as heretofore. This 
direct trade once established would 
in the long run more than offset the 
temporary embarrassment which the 
southern cotton markets may suffer.

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BLL PROTECTS BIRDS 
WHICH DESTROY WEEVIL 


Measure Passes the Senate by 
Vote of 34 to 1 Thurs- 
day Afternoon. 


Fighting the approach of the much- 
dreaded boll weevil into Georgia, the 
bill of Senator Miller, of the twenty- 
fourth, protecting brids which destroy 
this insect, was passed in the senate 
yesterday afternoon by a_ vote of 
o4 to 1, 

Senator Kea, the only senator who 
opposed the bill, deciared that a live 
boll weevil never had been in Georgia, 
and he didn’t believe there ever would 
be one here. He termed the bill as a 
“silly, uncalled-for measure.”’ 

“Il don’t believe that boll weevils 
would live in Georgia if they were 
scattered broadcast over the. state, 
This boll weevil talk is just like the 
cattle tick talk—just a scheme to get 
jobs for the jobless and money for the 
moneyless.’”’ 

In reply Senator Dickey said that 
“the boll weevil isjust as sureto come 
to Georgia as your funeral and my fu- 
neral.” An amendment by Senator Mc- 
Neil exempting quail from protection 
under the law was passed by a vote of 
21 to 9. Doves were not included in 
the list of protected birds. 

The most important birds which this 
bill will protect forthe next five years 
are the field larks, the blackbirds, bee- 
martins, grass sparrows, bullbats, 
thrashers and mockingbirds. 

The Torrens land-title bill, intro- 
duced by Senator Sweat, was read in 
the senate Thursday afternoon and will 
be taken up for consideration Friday 
as unfinished business. 

A resolution was introduced in the 
senate by Senator Olliff, of the fourth, 
aimed at what he termed newspaper 
lobbyists, which requires that all lob- 
byists be kept off the floor of the 
senate for the remainder of the s8es- 
sion. Senator Olliff claims at a 
newspaper in this city is attempting to 
barter publicity for votes. The name 
of the newspaper referred to is not 
given in the resolution. 


Mediation Bill Passes. 

The bill to aid in the prevention of 
strikes and lockouts which was intro- 
duced’ by Senators Irwin and Foster 
Passed the senate yesterday morning 
with only one disSenting vote. 

This bill, which was framed by 
Philip Weltner, provides that in cases 
of strikes a mediation 
be appointed to inquire into the causes 
of the trouble.

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TRADING IN STOCKS | 


UNDER CONDITIONS 


Must Be of a Non-Specula- 
tive Character and on a 
Cash Basis — Quotations 
Not to Be Advertised. 


New York, August 6.—There were a 
few indications today of reviving ac~ 
tivity in finance and industry, but in 
most directions a condition of s8us- 
pended animation prevailed. 

From the steel trade came reports of 
higher prices and a more a@tive in- 
quiry. The war created a wall more 
effective than any tariff in keeping 
out foreign steel. As a result, the 
steel market here is in the hands of 
American sellers. Prices on the Pa- 
cific coast were reported to have ad- 
vanced $3 a ton, with increases of $1 in 
other domestic marekts. Will opera- 
tions in some cases were being in- 
creased. 

Distribution of emergency currency 
to New York banks continued, but the 
banks made no urgent demands, and 
the money went out slowly. 

Efforts were made today at a meet- 
ing of bankers and bond dealers to 
stop outside dealings in bonds during 
the period of the stock exchange sus- 
pension. It was decided to curtail such 
transactions, leaving to the discretion 
of each house its course of action. 

New York bankers received many in- 
quiries from interior banks regarding

the value of stock exchange securities | 


as collateral for loans. These banks 


were advised to hold loans secured by | 


stock exchange collateral until the ex- 
change reopens. 

The stock exchange has removed re- 
strictions regarding private trading to 
the extent of permitting members to 
close up such transactions as were car- 
ried over from last Thursday, where 
this was mutually advantageous or 
could be done without the aid of fresh 
certification or new loans from banks. 

In a word, the exchange is encour- 
aging the adjustment of outstanding 
transactions, especially where they in- 
volve impaired margins which custom- 
ers may find themselves unable or un- 
willing to strengthen. It is opposed to 
any dealing of a speculative character, 
including the purchdwee of stocks on 
margin, however adequate, and prohib- 
its the public quoting of stocks by its 
members, some of whom, it is known, 
have submitted tentative prices on in- 
quiry,

First Afternoon Session Held 
by House Proves an Ex- 
tremely Busy One. 


————— 


The house is now holding two ses- 
sions daily for the purpose of passing 
a number of appropriation bills. A fight 
is being made on various appropria- 
tions and is led on the floor by Repre- 
sentative J. O. Adams, of Hall county. 
Mr. Adams stated on the floor Thurs- 
day that he would give notice that he 
would bitterly fight every other appro- 
priation from now on, as he believed all 
necessary and urgent matters had been 
taken care of at last session. He call- 
ed attention to the governor’s message 
and said that the teachers and old 
‘soldiers should be first looked after and 
paid. It was a poor policy, he stated, 
to be careless with the state’s money 
when the equalization tax law was un- 
der trial and when a war in Europe 
might make every dollar needed next 
year. 

At the afternoon session the follow- 
ing appropriation bills were passed: 

To repair the state normal school at 
Athens $15,000; to make up a deficiency 
in the same school’s maintenance 
fund, $5,000. 

Fullbright’s Neme Presented. 

A resolution was adopted by a unan- 
imous vote presenting the name of 
Representative H. J. Fullbright, of 
Burke county, for United States dis- 
trict attorney for the southern district 
of Georgia. It was stated that it ap- 
peared that the departments of justice 
at Washington were having some dif- 
ficulty in filling the position and the 
house had a man “in every sense emi- 
nently qualified to fill the office.”

If Cotton Could Be Export-. 


ed Price Would Be Low 
Owing to War—Valoriza- 
tion Plan Would Insure 
Proper Price for Staple. 


Memphis, Tenn., August 6.--( Special.) 
Discussing the European war in its re- 
lation to the south’s cotton, C. P. J. 
Mooney, managing editor of the Com- 
mercial Appeal, tonight made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Two days ago wrote an editorial 
in the Commercial Appeal, suggesting 
that the United States valorize cotton 
as Brazil did coffee. 

“It is not a question of getting the 
cotton to Europe so much as it is a 
question of getting the value of the 
cotton when it goes to Europe. If we 
could export cotton to Europe now the 
mills would not take it unless it were 
at a ruinously low price, because the 
chief manufacturing mills are in Eng- 
land, France and Germany. 

“There is a prospect for a yield of 
not more than fourteen million bales. 
The crop is spotted. There has been a 
deficiency of rainfall in the south this 
season. I have seen government re- 
ports of rains over a certain territory, 
when as a matter of fact the rains 
were only in spots in this territory. 
Under normal conditions of consump- 
tion and normal trade conditions the 
cotton crop this year ought to fetch 
$70 a bale, or a total of $980,000,000. 

The Plan Suggested. 

‘The plan suggested by the Commer- 
clal Appeal was for the government to 
issue warehouse receipts on the cotton 
when stored in bonded warehouses. 
This bonded warehouse could be at the 
usual heavy concentrating points. This 
certificate could be issued to the hold- 
ers or owners of cotton and against 
the certificates the government could 
issue temporary cotton money on a 
basis of twelve cents a pound middling. 

“The government should also insist 
that no cotton be sold to domestic 
mills or any other mills lower than 
twelve cents, middling. If the domestic 
mills do take a great deal of the cot- 
they would have to pay at least 
this price. Then so soon as thé war is 
over the cotton could be shipped to Eu- 
rope and sold in the ordinary course of 
business. Surely it would bring more 
than twelve cents a pound. The money 
secured could be used for retiring the 
cotton notes and the transaction would 
be closed. 

“A basis of 12 cents would make the 
government reasonably safe. 

“My thought is that even if we could 
export cotton to Europe now with the 
mills idle the price would be ruinous- 
ly small. If we were compelled to sell 
this cotton crop around five, six or sev- 


| en cents we might as well give it away, 


because instead of being absolutely 
broke, we would be half broke. 


Congress Should Hold Up Price. 


‘T believe the purpose of congress 
should be not so much marketing the 
cotton at a low price now as the hold- 
ing up of the price of the cotton to a 
point somewhere near its value. Any 
cotton expert will tell you that under 
normal trade conditions the supply in 
prospect would surely fetch more than 
12 cents a pound, middling. 

“Some may say if the government 
goes into the business of financing cot- 
ton it should go into the business of 
financing wheat and pork and molasses. 
An answer to that is that cotton is 
non-perishable. Age does not stale it. 
It is easily insurable and every bale 
can be identified. 

“The plan is simple. 
about it is that it is big. 


The only thing 
What I pro- 


| pose for the government to do is being 


done every year by the larger banks 
of the south, assisted by the New York 
banks. In the city of Memphis, where 
1,000,000 bales of cotton were handled 
last vear (cotton actually bought and 
sold on this market), a buyer often 
went to a bank with a bill of lading for 
10,000 bales. He simply attached the 
bill of lading, put it in 
and immediately receivea 
credit for it. The draft was forwarded 
to New York and there was handled 
by the New York bankers. 


Problem Concerns Whole Country. 


“If our bankers themselves had 
enough money they could handle the 
entire cotton crop this way this year 
and hold it for six month. The trans- 
action recited is possible because the 
banks quickly transfer the money, or 
its equivalent on these large transac-

COTTON PLANTERS 
NEED HAVE NO FEAR 


Prospective Conditions Not 
as Alarming as Antici- 
pated--Southern Congress- 
men to Issue Address on 
Cotton. 


Washington, August 6.—Members of 
the congressional committee who have 
been investigating the situation re- 
lating to the cotton crop of the south 
as affected by the war in Europe plan- 
ned today to issue an address to south- 
ern cotton growers, declaring that 
prospective conditions were not as 
alarming as had been anticipated. Ow- 
ing ‘to stress of business connected 
with the inquiry the statement was not 
completed tonight, but it will be is- 
sued tomorrow. 

Senator Hoke Smith, 
chairman of the committee, said the 
statement would assure the cotton 
growers ample transportation for their 
crop when it is ready, and contain in- 
formation to indicate that the British 
and Oriental markets will be little af- 
fected and that many of the continent- 
al mills etill are operating. 

Statement by Senator Smith. 

“We are satisfied,” said Senator 
Smith, after a meeting of the commit- 
tee, “that the emergency currency Dill 
passed yesterday will take care of any 
financial demands for the cotton crop. 
Our statement also will assure the cot- 
ton growers that when the crop is 
ready for movement in thirty days, am- 
ple transportation facilities will be af- 
forded. Our committee is confident of 
that. 

“We also have reports from Ameri- 
can consuls abroad that many of the 
cotton mills still are in operation, and 
we have information to assure us that 
our cotton trade with Great Britain and 
the Orient will not be interfered with 
at all. 

“Our address will have an optimistic 
tone. Of course it will not say that 
things will be just as good as if there 
had been no war, but our investigation 
thus far shows that prospects are more 
favorable than had been anticipated.” 
Federals Loans on Cotton and Grain. 

A bill to permit the loaning of fed- 
eral reserve notes under the new cur- 
rency system on cotton, wheat, corn 
or oats was introduced in the house to- 
day by Representative Henry, of Tex- 
as. The measure would allow the fed- 
eral reserve board to issue currency 
to the full face value of elevator or 
warehouse receipts for such products, 
when indorsed Dy a member bank in 
the reserve system. Such issues would 
be limited to two. billion dollars, and 
would be authorized only until June 30, 
1915. Representative Henry said that 
the object of the measure was to re-

SOUTH WILL GAIN, 
DECLARES HEPBURN. 

New York, August 6.—Accoming to 
telegrams received by New York banks 
and bankers today, cotton planters in 
the south are much alarmed over the 
foreign situation in tits relation to 
their interests. Some of the telegrams 
stated in substance that a continuance 
of the war would reduce the demand 
for cotton by fully 35 per cent. 

In response to one of these commu- 
nications, A. Barton Hepburn, chairman 
of the Chase National bank, has sent 
the following telegram to Congress- 
man Oscar Underwood at Washington: 

“The south is unnecessarily alarmed 
over the prospective reduction in and 
demand for and price of cotton in view 
of the general Puropean war. bBuro- 
pean manufacturers may not require 
the usual amount of cotton, but Amer- 
ican manufacturers will require it all. 

“It is inevitable that all over-sea 
trade of Germany will be at the mercy 
of any nation which first seeks it, and 
can best serve the former patrons of 
Germany. Of all nations the United 
States is in the best position to take 
and hold the trade. Merchants, man- 
ufacturers, bankers and _ statesmen 
should work together for that purpose. 

“First liberalize our shipping laws. 
Germany supplied the coarse and 
cheaper cotton trade of Mexico and 
Central and South America, Africa, 
Asia and the Orient generally. 

“There will be no embargo on the 
commerce of the’Pacific., Our cotton 
should go abroad not as raw material, 
but asa finished product, and when 
the war of Europe is over, we should 
hold largely the trade that now is 
waiting to fall into our hands.” 
AMERICAN CROPS 
MUST GO TO EUROPE. 

Washington, August 6.—American

That was the view expressed today by 
Secretary Redfield, of the department 
of commerce, after a conference with 
Secretary Bryan.

means of transportation? It’s up to, 
the other fellow to provide ships. Grain | 
may be tied up for a few weeks, but 
not permanently. Just as soon as the 
question of supremacy on the seas is 
settled, commerce will be resumed. 
Have you noticed the policy of Great 
Britain and France, as reflected in her 
naval orders—it is to obtain control of 


the sea at once. 

“If England sweeps the _ seas all 
English merchant ships will resume 
their transportation of our crops. If 
Germany is successful, her ships will 
carry the grain. England, of course, ! 
is our big customer. She already is 
insuring merchant ships up to 80 per 
cent of their value, and I think we 
may look to similar steps in that di- 
rection. 

“Another thing that will help will 
be the bill now before congress amend- 
ing our shipping laws. The United 
Fruit company and the United States 
Steel corporation have been consider- 
ing for some time changing their reg- 
ister so as to fly the American flag. 
Technical restrictions which prevented 
will now be removed. But even if there 
are not enough American ships, Eu- 
ropean nations wilt certainly send oth- 
ers. It’s their worry, not ours.”

Through a new ordinance, passed by 
council Monday and approved yester- 
day by the aldermanic board, the pur- 
chasing agent for the city of Atlanta 
will receive $2,400 per annum instead 
of $1,800, as provided by the ordinance 
now in effect, and the appointment 
to the place must be made by council 
instead of by the mayor. The méas- 
ure became effective on January .1, 
1915, unless Mayor Woodward vetoes it. 

The mayor declined on Thursday, fol- 
lowing the action of the aldermanic 
board, to comment on the measure. He 
stated that he has not made himself 
acquainted with it and until he is 
informed he will not make known his 
probable action. The fact, however, 
that the appointment is taken out of 
the hands of the mayor and placed with 
council, it is believed, will cause the 
mayor to veto the law.
